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Why the Western Farmer Should 


. ‘ Support the Union Government 


: A campaign of misrepresentation is 
being conducted by the Laurier forces 
among the farmers throughout Can- 
ada. 

The farmers are told quietly by can- 
vassers that if they vote for the gov- 
ernment on December 17, they will not 
only vote their sons into the army, 
leaving them without help on the farm 
but they will also vote’to create such a 
shortage of*hired help that they will 
be greatly handicapped. 

This campaign is Subtle and danger- 
ous. It is also entirely false. 

The highest authorities in the Gov- 
ernment have publicly stated that no 
man actively engaged in farming will 
be taken in the draft. Wherever tri- 


' bunals have in error refused to to 


grant exemptions to men so employed, 
those men will be released from milit- 
ary service as soon as they bring to 
the attention of the authorities the 
fact that they are engaged in farming. 

So much for the slander designed to 
injure the government—the slander 
which says that it is in the interests 
of the farmers to vote against the 
government, in order that their sons 
may not be drafted. 

The statement, which is being circu- 
lated, to the effect that the draft will 
make men so scarce that the farmer 
will be unable to hire the necessary 
help to enable him to conduct his far- 
ming operations, is equally false and 
misleading. 

The surest way in which farmers 
can assure themselves that they will 
be supplied with an abundance of 
help-at reasonable wages is to vote 
for the government that is pledged 
not only to the greatest military eff- 
orts in the war, but also to the great- 
est efforts also to produce food sup- 
plies to help to win the war. 

It can be regarded as a practical 
certainty that the Union Government 
will complete its programme of Na- 
tional Service, and conscript labor for 
productive purposes. 

Extensive agricultural production is 
as much a part—as vital a part—of 
the Government's policy as is compul- 
sory military service. 

The farms must not only be kept 
fully manned—their capacity for prod- 
uction must be increased. To increase 
their capacity for production, labor at 
reasonable prices must be provided. 

No Government but the Union Gov- 
ernment would entertain the proposal 


that civilian labor should be conscrip- 
ted for the purpose of winning the 
war. Therefore, to assure an abundan- 
dance of farm labor, the return of the 
Union Government to power is essen- 
tial. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier goes to the 
length of denouncing the disfranchise- 
ment of hostile aliens in this country. 

it be supposed for a moment that 
the man who would deplore and de- 
nounce this hecessary measure, adop- 
ted in self defence by the nation, 
would be so harsh with those hostile 
aliens, with whom he openly sympa- 
thizes, as to compel them to work on 
the farms at reasonable wages? 

Even if no military draft should be 
made; even if not one more man than 
has already gone should be sent to the 
front, the farmers of Western Canada 
know from the painful experience of 
the present war that it would be im- 
possible for them next year to obtain 
farm help at a reasonable price, with- 
out conscriptionglabor. 

The Laurier workers must assume 
that the western farmer is very dense 
indeed, to be incapable of seeing these 
obvious fact for himself. They pay 
little respect to his intelligence when 
they undertake to deceive him against 
his own interests by asking him to 
vote for Laurier and national dishonor 
on the false pretense that by so vot- 
ing he will serve his own selfish in- 
terests. 

Self respect, patriotism, © national 
pride, duty, and self interest itself, all 
indicate that the farmer should vote

There 
is little need of a referendum upon 
the academic principle of conscription 
after the conscription has already tak- 
en place. The present draft is expect- 
e1 to keep the army in re-inforcements 
for more than oné year. 

/ But it is unnecessary to discuss the 
issue. Because certain opposition 
speakers believe that such a pronoun- 
cement will assist them in beguiling 
some voters in this part of the country 
is no reason that — like that 
will occur. 

The Nationalists and liberals of 
Quebec are pledged to move for the 
repeal of the act at the very first 
opportunity. That means something. 
And what is most convincing of all 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier declares that he 
would stay the working of the act un- 
till submitted to the referendum. That 
is the pronouncement of the leader of 
the opposition himself. 

But the suggestion is that perhaps 
the Union government can get the 
conscription act in such shape that it 
will be impossible for Laurier to do 
much harm with it if he should hecome 
premier. For instance, it is figured 
out that probably the government 
would not give up offtce for a couple of 
months after the election, and in that 
time could get overeeas a large force 
of men which Laurier would not dare 
to bring back. Ir other words, the 
men who talk that way—and there are 
a number—are endorsing the policy of 
the Union government and at the same 
time opposing the government. 

There is but one question at issue 
in this election and that is the milit- 
ary service ac.t If the government 
is defeated the act comes to an end. 
If it is endorsed the act becomes oper- 
ative. 

The election takes place on Decem- 
ber 17. No man will he overseas by 
that time or ready to proceed. If the 
government is defeated in this election 
with the issue so plain, it would not be 
justified in taking another step ‘ta- 
ward sending the draft overseas afid 
the Globe doubts very much if it 
would proceed. 

In no election in,Canada was the iss- 
ue plainer, The Canadian army can- 
not remain intact without adequate 
reinforcements. It cannot get reinfor- 
cements without conscription. The 
election is to determine whether or not 
the conscription act is-to be carried 
into effect. .
